The sale of C hrism a* seals in Get- 
Ivsbuig and Adams county over the 
1925 holiday season will net tho Ad­ 
ams County Tuberculosis Society more 
than $700 on the basis of almost com­ 
plete returns received at the office of 
Mrs. f.aura B. F issei, secret ary-treas- 
urer of the organization. 
Up to this morning, the tuberculosis 
association had deposited $599.55 re­ 
ceived from the sale of the little 
Christm as stickers, with several dis­ 
tricts still to he heard from. 
This amount is $25 more than the 
1925 drive netted 
the organization, 
and means, according to officials, that 
the work of the tuberculosis society 
tan be somewhat extended during 
1927 over the bounds of last year. 
Officers of the county tuberculosis 
society today urged all persons hav­ 
ing proceeds from the sale of Christ­ 
inas seals and unsold seals to send 
them at once to Mrs. Fissel so that 
the drive may be settled up as soon 
as possible. 


A total of $1,341.37 has so far been 
raised in the Young Women’s Chris­ 
tian Association campaign in Gettys­ 
burg and throughout the county. This 
includes partial reports from New Ox­ 
ford, Bendersville, Fairfield, Arendts­ 
ville and Cashtown, though none of

It was of the sweet story 
that Moses, the man of God, the Royal 
Psalmist, and the Prophets foretold 
of Him whose name should be called, 
‘Wonderful 
Counsellor, 
Everlasting 
Father, Prince of Peace.’ 
Tell Story In Music 
“So, on Christmas Eve, December 
24, 1925, at seven p. rn., a clear, cold 
and starlight night, it was again my 
privilege, after sixty-six years, to 
hear this sweet story in music and 
song. It was a very blessed time and 
I felt, with Simeon of old,—‘Ix>rd. now 
lctteth thou thy servant depart in 
peace.’ Everything was just the same 
as it was many years ago.

One more claim to fame of which 
Adams county can boast is a huge 
grape vine, described by botanists as 
more of a tree than a vine, which has 
been flourishing for more 
than 
one 
hundred years on a farm of S. L. VV it- 
mer, Union township, located a short 
distance southwest of the Hanover- 
G ettysburg highway, just west of 
Brushtown, along the Co ne wa go. 
Older residents of th at section state 
th at for more than three score years 
the vine has upheld its reputation for 
massiveness and that it has been used 
for several generations as a means of 
access for the boys of that section to 
a large hickory 
tree 
on 
w’hich 
it 
twines itself, 
from which 
tile lads 
gathered shellbarks. 
The giant is still in a flourishing 
condition and annually produces large 
quantities of fox grapes. 
Dr. E. M. Cress, state botanist, de­ 
scribes the vine in an article in Ameri­ 
can Forests and Forest Life, in which 
periodical a picture of the vine also 
appeared. The article of Dr. Cress is 
reprinted in the Literary Digest, as is 
also the picture. The Literary Digest 
has the following to say: 
“A grape tree 
as it m ight well be 
termed, recently found on the Cone- 
wago creek, in Adams county, Penn­ 
sylvania, is described by Dr. E. M. 
Cress, State Botanist, 
in 
American 
Forest and Forest Life (W ashington). 
For about six feet a t the base, this 
giant lies on the ground and measures 
fourteen inches in diameter. The vine 
then rises upright, and one foot from 
the ground has a diam eter of fifteen 
inches. 
Five feet above the ground 
the diam eter is thirteen inches. 
It is 
supported by a 
large 
hickory tree 


from which it swings clear for a dis­ 
tance of about thirty feet. 
“The tree and the 
vine, 
both 
of 
which must be approaching a hun­ 
dred years in age, perhaps have grown 
up together, which may explain the 
fact th at it does not touch the tree 
until it reaches a 
height of 
about 
thirty feet, or else it had been sup­ 
ported by another tree, for which the 
task of supporting such a burden be­ 
came so great th at it gave up in its 
struggle and shifted its burden to the 
sturdy hickory tree. 
This giant vine 
belongs to the species commonly call­ 
ed frost 
grain?, or chicken 
grape, 
which, unlike several other species of 
wild grape, has not been successfully 
cultivated. It is one of the most vig-

Slaybaugh, battlefield guide and 
lecturer, comes to the defense of 
Meade in the following statem ent 
to the editor: 
A fter 
Burnside’s 
failure 
at 
Fredericksburg, Meade had been 
considered for the difficult and 
responsible position of army com­ 
mander. 
Political influence, of 
which Meade had none, had turned 
the scale in Hooker’s favor. Now, 
when it was obvious th at Hooker 
had 
been 
overweighted, Couch 
and Reynolds, each Meade’s senior

W ithout the aid of politics, is 
it any w’onder th at Meade was 
chosen to lead the Army of the 
Potomac to G ettysburg? 
In the Hay and Nioolay “ Life of 
Lincoln” 
undue 
importance 
is 
given to the draft of a letter from 
Lincoln to Meade, the authors of 
the biography attributing to the 
letter all the weight that it would 
have possessed had 
it actually 
been sent. 
But 
Mr. 
Lincoln’s 
failure to forward 
the letter to 
Meade is convincing th at he had 
doubts of the justness of his first 
impulse. 
That 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
changed his mind is showm by his 
remark to Simon Cameron in re­ 
gard to Meade. “Why should wre 
censure a man who has done so 
much for jibs country because he 
did not do a little m ore?” 
When I.ee reached the heights 
in front of the Potomac on the 
seventh of July, and 
found the 
river impassable by reason of the 
high waters, he threw his army 
into a position of extraordinary 
strength. The line of earthworks 
constructed by Lee can still Va* 
traced readily. 
Neither Mr. Lin­ 
coln, Mr. Stanton, General Hal- 
leck, nor those w riters of war

taken as an authority upon the 
actions of General Meade a t Get­ 
tysburg.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION TO BE 
REQUIRED OF UNDERCLASSMEN; 
COACHING COURSES TO BE GIVEN 


G ettysburg College will educate its 
students’ bodies as well as their minds. 
W ith the 
Eddie Plank Memorial 


G y m n a s iu m nearly completed, and ex­ 
pected to b e ready for use within a 
short tim e , an extensive program in 
physical education, part of which will 
be r e q u ir e d of the members of the two 
lower classes, will be inaugurated at 
the opening of college next September, 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson has an­ 
nounced. 
“It is my opinion and also the 
opinion of the members of our faculty 
that more attention must be paid to 
scientific physical education for all of 
the students instead of the compara­ 
tist 
few 
now 
engaged 
in 
major 
sports,” Doctor Hanson stated, “and 
with the student body making more 
demands daily 
for some 
means of 
athletic 
recreation, 
it 
is consistent 
with our plans for a greater Gettys­ 
burg 
that 
additional 
facilities 
be 
placed at the disjMjsal of the students 
wishing this exercise." 
Meets Demand 
Not only is the course designed to 
help the students physically, but in 
addition with the increased demand 
for competent coaches in the high and 
preparatory schools of the country, it 
has been deemed advisable to start a 
coaching school in the major sports, 
and thus give those students, qualified 
to do the W'ork, a scientific training in 
the problems which they will be forced 
to face in coaching. 
This plan has 
been worked out 
along the same line as those used at 
Dartmouth, University of Illinois and 
other larger colleges and universities, 
if wsisi PY nilling hv ii mpmhpr of tho 


faculty, and in addition to the required 
i work there will be efforts made to se­ 
cure some of the leading coaches of 
the country as speakers 
at 
various 
times during the school year. 
During the past few years, there 
has been a great demand on the col­ 
leges for men to till positions on the 
teaching 
staffs 
of 
the 
secondary 
schools and also to coach either foot­ 
ball, basketball, baseball or track and 
the introduction of the plan here is 
designed to fill, in a measure, this de­ 
mand. 
Instructor Undecided 
Just who will instruct the students 
taking these athletic courses has not 
been determined nor will it lie for 
sometime. 
The new catalogue of the college, 
w'hich is now in the 
hands 
of the 
printer, contains an outline of the 
courses offered. 
“The freshmen and sophomores will 
be required to take three hours a 
week of some indoor or outdoor phys­ 
ical activity,” according to the state- 
| ment in the catalogue, “the sports be­ 
ing so administered that the benefits 
derived are: the correction of phys­ 
ical defects, of under-development, 
and the improvment of the carriage. 
Lectures on the importance of sound 
hygiene and regular habits will be 
given.” 
In the course offered in theory and 
practice of major sports, the pros- 
j pectus explains that it is a “normal

Who w'ants to be a councilman from 
the Second W ard, filling the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Frank R. 
Beekman ? 
The applicant should be a Republi­ 
can, walling to attend 
regularly the 
monthly meetings of council and be 
alive to the needs of his constituents. 
Any person who feels able to fill 
these qualifications should notify C. E. 
Tawney or J. Allen Dickson, the other 
two 
councilmen 
from 
the 
Second 
Ward. 
Both Mr. Tawney and Mr. Dickson 
today said they had not given the 
m atter of a successor to Mr. Peckman 
much consideration. 
Both said they 
had no one in mind for the position. 
No one, they admitted, had applied 
for the position. 
In the resignation of Mr. Peckman, 
Broadway, council lost the head of its 
finance committee, and the man re­ 
sponsible for budgeting borough ex­ 
penditures, so that one branch of the 
city 
government would 
not 
spend 
more than its allotted portion and the 
borough treasury at the end of the 
year would not feel the pinch of pov­ 
erty as it so often had in the past. 
Mr. 
Peckman’s 
successor will be 
named by President P. C. Stock at the 
February meeting of council. He said 
so himself a t the January meeting, 
after Mr. Peckman’s resignation was 
read. 
But he will be governed in his 
appointment by the other two council­ 
men from the Second Ward. 
Since Mr. Peckman is a Republican, 
it is altogether likely that his succes­ 
sor should be a Republican, but not 
necessarily, for politics does not play 
such an im portant part in council as 
it does in county, state and nation. 
While there is no rush of applicants 
for the position as councilman from 
the Second Ward, five are in the field 
for the position of borough treasurer, 
which William G. Weaver gave up at 
the last meeting so as to be able to de­ 
vote all of his time to the active man­ 
agement of the G. W. Weaver and Son 
store. 
Reports that there are 25 persons in 
the running for the treasurership, a 
position w'hich pays $300 a year, were 
laughed at by borough officials today. 
To date Ross C. Myers, borough sec­ 
retary, has applications from five per­ 
sons aspiring to the position.

vation is sim ilar to that 
of 
Little 
Round Top at G ettysburg, and on this 
tho church was erected about the year 
812, at which tim e Boniface was the 
Apostle to Germany. 
‘‘Fulda, an adjoining county, was a 
seat of the work of the mission in 
that part of Germany. From there a 
monk was sent to start a mission at 
Schlitz. 
He returned and said that 
the forest was too thick and there 
were so many wild animals. 
He was 
called a coward, and had to go hack. 
At th at time there was no town. 
A 
little chapel was built and this stands 
\today, enlarged, hut considerable of 
the old building can still be detected. 
When I ie gospel was first brought to 
these Germans or Kaddens, they had 
their idols and did 
not' know God. 
They were a strong, sturdy race and 
the men spent their tim e hunting and 
fighting. The women did all the work. 
Has Three Castles 
“The name of the town came front 
a swift running stream called Slidsa, 
now' called Schlitz. 
In the course of 
tim e the place was built up. and in 
those times -and up to year 1806, when 
great changes were made by 
N a­ 
poleon,—there were a great many 
knights, lords, dukes and counts and 
these 
were 
continually 
w arring 
amongst them selves; so great strong­ 
holds were built, and Schlitz has three 
castles and one watch tower. 
“The walls are one hundred feet 
high .and ext odd about half way round 
and tne other Aialf of the boundary is 
made up of very steep hills. 
There 
are two gates and strongholds, with 
bridges, which in time of warn were 
raised to keep the enemy out. 
As 
Schlitz is surrounded by hills they 
had a W ry high tower from which 
to watch for the enemy. 
There is, 
however, a very large gap through 
which can be ^een a very beautiful 
landscape. 
“The homes of the people were built 
close to the castles. These houses are 
the old tim e gable roof houses. 
The 
st w ets are very crooked and narrow. 
The people had to bring in one tenth 
of all they raised and when there was 
war they flocks! to the castles for 
safety. 
Then the stores the people 
had contributed were used in common. 
About the year HOO the family of 
the present Count of Schlitz began. 
Count means the same as our coun­ 
ty. 
It was then, as 
now’, called 
Schlitzer Land. 
It is about fifteen 
miles in width, twenty-five miles long, 
and has sixteen villages. 
Most of 
the land and all the forest is owned 
by the present count. 
“The Schlitzer Land w’ont over to 
Protestantism after the Reformation, 
and Fulda fought to bring them back. 
Then the Thirty Y ears’ War, and the 
[plague, <>r cholera, took a toll of HOO 
'people, but Gallstone came and saved 
'H ie day" for E* n; 
so 
Schlitz 
is 
Protestant to ais day.

Giant Grapevine 
(Continued from First Page) 
orous vines of our native American 
grapes, but seldom particularly in the 1 
N orth, does it exceed six 
or eight 
inches in diameter. 
“The flowers, as on all grapes, are 
in clusters, w’hich are inconspicuous, 
but 
very 
fragrant. 
The 
berries 
(botanically grapes are berries) are 
only about three-eighths of an inch in : 
diam eter; they are black, and ripen 
late in the fall, being fit to eat only 
a fte r frost. 
“Among the many wild species from 
which cultivated varieties have been 
derived is th at commonly called the 
fox grape or skunk grape, the parent 
of our Concord, Catawba, a d Worden 
grapes. 
“Several explanations have been 
given as to how the name ‘fox’ came 
to be applied to this grape. 
One of 
them is th at the verb ‘to fox’ meant 
•to get drunk,’ and originated from the 
Intoxicating qualities of the wine 
Which was made from the w’ild grape. 
A nother one is th at it was thought 
th a t the fox ate the grapes; others 
thought th at it w'as from the shape of

Detroit.—If George Moriarty, new 
Tiger manager, is as successful in 
building a baseball team as he was as 
a player in stealing home, Detroit in 
1927 may see its first championship 
team in nearly two decades. 
Moriarty was the hero of a stirring 
editorial, “Don’t Die on Third;” a bit 
of writing which, first published in a 
Detroit newspaper, was built around 
a brilliant theft of home executed by 
Moriarty at the heyday of his career 
in a game against Cleveland. 
The 
editorial’s substance was that the trip 
from third base to home plate is the 
most important part of the journey 
around the bases. 
Is Heady Ball Player 
Moriarty never was such a bold base 
burglar as Ty Cobb, whom he suc­ 
ceeds. 
He was a mediocre infielder. 
His batting was even more common­ 
place. 
He even lacked speed. 
But 
making up for these shortcomings 
was one of the keen baseball minds of 
the day. 
Moriarty, like Cobb, played baseball 
with 
his 
head. 
He was lightning 
quick to sense a “break,” and equally 
fast in taking advantage of it. 
De­ 
spite the fact that as a 
player he 
never was a phenom, he always was 
popular with Detroit baseball fans be­ 


cause it always was apparent that 
Moriarty was always playing to his 
utmost ability. 
Moriarty came to the Tigers in 1909 
from the New York Highlanders. He 
gained favor with the team members 
and with Hughie Jennings, the man­ 
ager, and was named captain. 
His 
days as a Tiger were encompassed by 
the years 1909 and 1915. Sold to the 
Chicago White Sox, ho shortly after­ 
wards went to Memphis in the South­ 
ern Association as manager. His stay 
there was broken to permit him to 
join the American League staff of um­ 
pires.
